REMARKS 

The Examiner identitled 32 groups of claims in the Restriction Requirement. 
Applicants elect with traverse Group I. claims 1-13. 

As to the pluralitN of groups identitled by the F-xaminer. Applicants note that man\ composition 
and use claims or compositions and method of making claims ha\e been separated. F-Io\\e\ er, man\ of the 
compositions and use thereof^ or the compositions and methods of making same are linked as directed to 
the particular use of the composition or making a particular composition. 

Also. Applicants note that otten dependent claims are placed in a group separate from the 
independent claim to the dependent claim refers. A search of the genus (independent claim) necessariU 
would include a search of the species (dependent claim). An example would be claims 14 and 15.

Moreo\er. man\ groups are classified and subclassitled in the same class and subclass. I hcrefore. 
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[ or example, at least 14 groups are classiiled in class 435. subclass 4. At least another 6 groups 
are classified in class 530. subclass 350. Moreo\er. at least another 5 groups are classified in class 530. 
subclass 300. 

.Also, it is noted that a pluralit\ of groups are identified in a similar fashion and classified 
similarl\. For example. Groups III and XIV are similar in subject matter, similar in classification and \et 
are placed in difTerent groups. 

The I-xaminer is respectf li11\ requested to reconsider the unreasonable parsing of^ claims, collapse 
the existing Restriction Requirement and redefine the groups in a fashion w herein a greater number of 
similar claims are being examined in an\ one application and a more reasonable number of divisions will 
be required.
